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SUMMARY 

Output  of  eggs  this  summer  will  hold  above  a  year 
earlier  while  broiler  production  will  lag.  Although  prices 
for  eggs,  broilers,  and  turkeys  will  strengthen,  those  for 
eggs  and  turkeys  will  still  trail  1970  levels. 

Egg  output  this  year  has  averaged  nearly  3  percent 
above  1970.  The  margin  has  narrowed  in  recent  months, 
and  may  virtually  disappear  by  the  end  of  1971.  Layer 
numbers  on  June  1  were  up  about  1  percent  and  pullet 
chick  placements  for  laying  flocks  have  been  down  since 
last  December.  However,  the  use  of  Marek's  disease 
vaccine  promises  to  reduce  the  relatively  high  pullet 
mortality  of  recent  years  and  at  the  same  time  increase 
the  livability  and  vigor  of  the  laying  flocks.  Thus,  the 
laying  flock  size  may  hold  near  year  -  earlier  levels 
during  most  of  1971  despite  fewer  pullet  chick 
placements.  The  rate  of  lay  probably  will  continue 
higher  in  1971.  More  pullets  entering  the  flock  in  recent 
months,  a  healthier  flock  from  the  use  of  the  vaccine, 
and  heavy  culling  of  old  flocks  early  in  1971  will  all 
contribute  to  increased  productivity. 

Egg  prices  this  spring  skidded  to  their  lowest  levels 
since  May  1968.  Producers'  prices  in  mid  -  May  averaged 
29.5  cents  a  dozen,  2.4  cents  below  April  and  about  a 
half  cent  below  May  1970.  Prices  continued  to  decline 
into  June.  Prices  of  Grade  A  large  eggs  delivered  in 
Chicago  in  early  June  were  around  27  cents  a  dozen, 
about  2  cents  below  mid  -  May  and  7  cents  below  the 
previous  year.  Subsequently,  prices  have  strengthened  to 
the  30-cent  level. 

Egg  prices  will  increase  this  summer  as  output 
declines  seasonally.  Prices  likely  will  weaken  as  usual  in 
early  fall,  then  strengthen  as  increased  demand  for 
holiday  use  more  than  offsets  the  seasonal  rise  in  egg 
production.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  egg  prices  may 
average  about  the  same  as  in  1970. 

Broiler  meat  output  in  the  first  half  of  1971  likely 
will  average  only  slightly  below  1970's  record 
production.  January  -  April  output  in  Federally 
inspected  processing  plants  was  2.3  billion  pounds, 
nearly  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.  However,  a  larger 
percent  of  total  broiler  production  is  currently  marketed 
through  these  plants  than  a  year  ago  —  perhaps  1  to  2 
percent  more.  Output  for  April  was  down  5  percent. 
Production  is  expected  to  remain  lower  this  spring  and 
summer  with  some  pickup,  relative  to  a  year  earlier,  in 
the  fall.  Broiler  chick  placements  for  marketings  in  June 
and  July  were  about  4  percent  under  a  year  earlier.  And 
broiler  type  eggs  in  incubators  on  June  1  were  down  5 
percent. 

Wholesale  broiler  prices  in  9  cities  averaged  27  cents  a 
pound  for  the  first  quarter  of  1971.  This  was  2  cents 
above  the  last  quarter  of  1970  but  about  1  cent  below 
the  first  quarter  of  1970.  Prices  strengthened  this  spring 
and  since  mid-April  generally  have  been  above  a  year 
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ago.  With  summer  output  likely  to  trail  last  year,  prices 
may  retain  their  strength  during  the  balance  of  1971. 
Although  large  pork  supplies  will  continue  to  exert 
downward  pressure  on  broiler  prices  this  summer,  pork 
supplies  in  the  fall  will  be  somewhat  smaller  than  a  year 
earlier  although  seasonally  large. 

Turkey  meat  output  for  the  first  half  of  this  year,  the 
period  of  seasonally  light  marketings,  is  running  more 
than  a  third  larger  than  in  1970.  Output  for  the  first  4 
months  of  1971  was  up  more  than  a  half.  Slaughter 
continued  large  during  April  and  weekly  reports  indicate 


that  the  number  of  broilers  marketed  during  May  was 
around  one-third  larger  than  in  1970. 

Turkey  output  is  tapering  off  and  may  average  near 
year-earlier  levels  in  the  heavy  marketing  period  of 
September  -  December.  Poult  production  in  April  and 
May  was  down  about  6  percent  but  eggs  in  incubators  on 
June  1  were  up  1  percent. 

Live  turkey  prices  during  the  first  5  months  this  year 
averaged  21.2  cents  a  pound,  nearly  4  cents  below  the 
like  period  of  1970.  Prices  likely  will  increase  seasonally 
in  coming  months  and  average  near  a  year  ago  in  the  fall. 


SITUATION  AND  OUTLOOK 


EGG  SITUATION 

of  the  past  year  likely  removed  many  layers  from  the 
Nation's  laying  flock  before  the  normal  culling  period. 
Thus,  there  are  fewer  older  layers  for  culling  in  coming 
months  than  usual.  The  increased  culling  in  past  months 
resulted  from  an  unfavorable  egg  -  feed  price  ratio  and 
increased  availability  of  replacement  pullets.  The 
egg  -  feed  price  ratio  in  May  at  6.7  was  the  lowest  since 
June  1967. 


Layers  on  farms  and  eggs  produced 


Production  Moderating 

Egg  output  in  the  first  5  months  of  this  year  totaled 
84  million  cases,  nearly  3  percent  more  than  in  the  same 
months  of  1970.  The  larger  production  resulted  from  a  1 
percent  larger  flock  and  a  2  percent  higher  average  rate 
of  lay.  The  rate  of  lay  in  January  and  February  was  2 
and  3  percent  above  a  year  earlier  and  subsequently  has 
been  around  1  percent  above.  The  larger  increases  earlier 
this  year  reflected  mainly  the  reduced  year  -  earlier  rate 
caused  by  adverse  weather  in  many  areas.  Production 
during  May  averaged  558,000  cases  a  day,  down  slightly 
from  April  but  2  percent  above  May  1970.  Both  average 
number  of  layers  and  the  rate  of  lay  was  up  about  1 

percent.  . 

From  February  1970  through  March  of  this  year 
culling  of  old  flocks  held  above  the  previous  year's 
levels  However,  weekly  reports  indicate  that  slaughter 
of  mature  hens  in  Federally  inspected  plants  has  lagged

of  1970-71  and  corresponding  weeks  of  1969-70. 
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The  laying  flock  on  June  1  totaled  318.1  million 
birds,  1  percent  above  June  1,  1970  but  1  percent 
below  May  1,  1971.  There  were  increases  of  5  percent 
each  in  the  East  North  Central  and  Western,  3  percent 
North  Atlantic,  and  2  percent  in  the  West  North  Central. 
Declines  of  5  and  1  percent  were  recorded  for  the  South 


Central  and  South  Atlantic. 

The  hatch  of  egg  -  type  chicks  for  flock  replacement 
purposes  has  been  down  since  November  1970.  Ten 
percent  fewer  chicks  were  hatched  during  the  first  5 
months  of  1971.  The  hatch  in  May  was  down  7  percent 
and  eggs  in  incubators  on  June  1  were  down  2  percent.

Egg  Imports  Down 

Increased  egg  production  and  lower  domestic  egg 
prices  have  sharply  curtailed  imports  of  shell  eggs  and 
egg  products.  January  -  April  imports  totaled  the 
equivalent  of  208,000  cases,  compared  with  645,000 
cases  for  the  same  months  of  1970.  Shell  egg  imports 
accounted  for  61  percent  of  the  total.  Imports  of  shell 
eggs  from  Mexico  totaled  443,000  cases  compared  with 
only  612  cases  a  year  earlier.  Imports  generally  account 
for  less  than  a  half  percent  of  domestic  production. 

Egg  Prices  Lowest  Since  1968 

Egg  prices  in  May  and  June  skidded  to  their  lowest 
levels  since  May  1968,  largely  because  of  increased 
output  and  reduced  demand  primarily  for  hatching 
purposes.  Increased  use  of  shell  eggs  for  liquid  egg 
production  and  larger  exports  and  shipments  provided 
some  offset.  Egg  prices  normally  reach  their  lowest  point 
in  the  spring.  Producers'  prices  for  eggs  in  mid  -  May 
averaged.  29.5  cents  a  dozen,  2.4  cents  below  April  and 


sligntly  below  May  1970.  Prices  continued  to  weaken  in 
early  June,  <with  prices  for  Grade  A  large  white  eggs 
delivered  in  Chicago  falling  to  a  low  of  around  27  cents  a 
dozen.  Subsequently,  prices  strengthened  and  averaged 
nearly  30  cents  a  dozen  for  the  second  week  of  June.

Feed  Prices  Steady 

Laying  feed  prices  in  recent  months  have  been  steady 
but  have  run  well  above  year  -  earlier  levels.  But  egg 
prices  have  fallen,  dropping  the  egg  -  feed  price  ratio  to 
unfavorable  levels.  The  ratio  in  May  was  6.7  compared 
with  7.2  in  April  and  7.3  in  May  1970.  Laying  feed 
during  May  averaged  $88  a  ton,  same  as  in  April  but  $6 
above  a  year  ago.  Prices  paid  by  producers  for 
production  items  (including  interest,  taxes  and  wages)  as 
of  mid  -  May  averaged  unchanged  from  April  but  6 
percent  above  May  1970. 

Breakings  and  Exports  Larger;  Hatching  Use  Lower 

Despite  larger  egg  supplies  in  the  first  quarter,  shell 
egg  use  per  person  was  about  the  same  as  the  72  eggs 
used  in  the  first  quarter  of  1970.  Nearly  half  of  the 
increased  egg  production  during  this  period  went  for 
liquid  egg  production.  Small  additional  quantities  moved 
into  exports  and  shipments  to  American  territories  and 
into  cold  storage. 

During  January  -  May,  breakers  used  about  a  fifth 
more  shell  eggs  accounting  for  nearly  10  percent  of  total 
egg  production,  compared  with  9  percent  in  1970.  Most 
of  the  increased  production  of  egg  products  moved  into 


cold  storage  stocks.  On  June  1,  cold  storage  holdings  of 
egg  products  totaled  67.1  million  pounds,  nearly  40 
percent  above  June  1,  1970.  Also,  shell  egg  stocks  were 
up  21,000  cases  to  101,000  cases. 

Sharply  lower  domestic  egg  prices  in  early  1971 
resulted  in  larger  egg  exports.  Exports  of  eggs  and  egg 
products  during  January  -  March  totaled  135,000  cases, 
compared' with  124,000  in  the  same  months  of  1970. 
Shell  egg  exports  were  up  6  percent  and  accounted  for 
92  percent  of  the  total  while  exports  of  egg  products, 
although  relatively  small  at  10,800  cases,  were  up  76 
percent.  Exports  during  this  period  were  less  than  half  a 
percent  of  production. 

Hatcheries  are  using  less  eggs  in  1971.  Based  on  the 
number  of  chicks  hatched,  about  5  percent  fewer  eggs 
went  for  broiler  -  type  chicks  and  10  percent  fewer  for 
egg  ■  tyP6-  Assuming  the  same  hatchability  rate  as  a  year 
ago,  total  eggs  used  for  hatchery  purposes  during 
January  -  April  this  year  totaled  about  4.8  million  cases. 
This  is  about  7  percent  of  total  egg  production,  and 
compares  with  8  percent  for  the  same  months  of  1970. 
However,  reports  indicate  that  hatchability  improved 
further  this  year.  Thus,  total  eggs  used  for  hatching 
could  have  been  down  even  more. 


OUTLOOK  FOR  EGGS 


Production  To  Stay  Above  1970 

Egg  production  will  decline  seasonally  during  the 
summer  but  likely  will  remain  slightly  above  1970  for 
most  of  1971.  Larger  output  will  result  primarily  from  a 
higher  rate  of  lay.  The  laying  flock  on  June  1  was  up 
about  1  percent  while  the  rate  of  lay  was  up  2  percent. 
Ordinarily  the  sharp  decline  in  hatchery  activity  since 
November  1970  would  result  in  fewer  replacement 
pullets  for  the  laying  flock  this  summer  and  fall. 
However,  increased  livability  of  pullets  resulting  from 
the  use  of  recently  approved  Marek's  disease  vaccine 
may  largely  offset  the  decline  in  the  number  of  pullets 
hatched. 

Pullets  placed  for  laying  flocks  through  May  this  year 
averaged  10  percent  below  year  -  earlier  levels.  In 
addition,  eggs  in  incubators  on  June  1  were  down  7 
percent.  The  smaller  number  of  replacement  pullets  may 
lead  producers  to  reduce  the  heavy  culling  of  the  past 
year.  Based  on  the  number  of  mature  chickens  marketed 
through  Federally  inspected  slaughter  plants,  culling 
during  April  lagged  behind  year  -  earlier  levels  for  the 
first  time  since  February  1970. 

The  rate  of  lay,  about  2  percent  higher  on  June  1, 
likely  will  continue  above  1970  levels  during  summer 
and  fall.  Larger  numbers  of  pullets  entered  the  laying 
flock  in  the  last  half  of  1970.  The  pullets  replaced  the 
large  numbers  of  older  birds  culled  and  the  result  is  a 
younger  and  more  productive  flock.  The  average  age  of 
the  flock  likely  will  increase  during  the  summer  and  fall 
as  culling  and   the  number  of  replacement  pullets 


entering  the  laying  flock  decline  relative  to  1970. 
However,  the  flock  will  still  average  younger  than  last 
year.  Also,  improvement  is  expected  in  the  vigor  of  the 
flock,  resulting  from  use  of  Marek's  disease  vaccine. 
These  factors  favor  a  higher  rate  of  lay  throughout  1971.

Seasonally  Increasing  Prices 

Egg  prices  likely  will  follow  the  usual  upward  trend 
during  the  rest  of  1971  with  some  weakness  during 
August  and  October.  Prices  to  producers  this  summei 
probably  will  average  slightly  below  last  year's  36  cents  a 
dozen.  If  egg  output  continues  to  decline,  relative  to  a 
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year  ago,  egg  prices  will  strengthen  more  than  usual  and 
average  near  year  -  earlier  levels  in  the  fall.

The  number  of  broilers  marketed  in  the  first  4 
months  of  this  year  was  down  less  than  1  percent  and 
the  average  liveweight  at  3.67  pounds  was  about  1 
percent  higher.  Broiler  meat  output  during  April  at  599 
million  pounds  was  5  percent  below  a  year  ago.  Weekly 
reports  indicate  that  the  number  of  broilers  slaughtered 
during  May  was  down  about  3  percent  from  May  1970. 

Condemnations  of  young  chickens  (primarily 
broilers)  in  Federally  inspected  plants  have  continued  to 
trend  upward  in  1971.  Most  condemnations  are 
post  -  mortem,  with  ante  -  mortem  averaging  less  than 
half  a  percent  of  total  liveweight  inspected. 
Post  -  mortem  condemnations  through  April  totaled  132 
million  pounds  (New  York  dressed  weight).  This  was  4.5 
;  percent  of  the  quantity  inspected,  compared  with  127 
million  pounds  and  4.4  percent  for  the  like  period  of 


1970.  The  condemnations  during  January  -  April  1971 
were  equivalent  to  more  than  36  million  broilers. 
Poultry  trade  sources  indicate  that  the  upward  trend  in 
condemnations  may  be  reversed  in  coming  months  as  use 
of  Marek's  disease  vaccine  becomes  more  widespread. 
Use  of  the  vaccine  likely  will  reduce  the  incidence  of 
Marek's  disease  in  broiler  flocks  and  lower  the  rate  of 
condemnations. 


Broiler  Prices  Well  Above  Year  Ago 

Broiler  prices  picked  up  sharply  during  April,  as 
production  lagged,  and  moved  well  above  year  -  earlier 
levels  in  late  May  and  early  June.  Broiler  meat  output 
during  April  in  Federally  inspected  slaughter  plants  was 
down  5  percent  and  weekly  reports  indicate  that  output 
during  May  continued  below  May  1970.  Broiler  prices 
generally  have  been  above  1970  levels  since  early  April.

Wholesale  prices  for  ready  -  to  -  cook  broilers  in  9 
cities  averaged  27.2  cents  a  pound  during  January  -  May. 
Prices  ranged  from  the  25  to  26  cents  per  pound  level  in 
late  March  and  early  April  to  a  high  of  30  cents  for  the 
last  week  of  May.  Broiler  prices  in  early  1971  were 
depressed  by  large  broiler  output  and  large  pork 
supplies.  Pork  slaughter  during  January  -  May  was  about 
a  fifth  larger  than  in  1970. 


Production  Costs  Steady 

Costs  of  most  production  items  have  stabilized  in 
recent  months.  Prices  paid  by  farmers  in  May  for 
production  items  (including  interest,  taxes,  wage  rates, 
and  feed)  averaged  the  same  as  in  April  but  6  percent 
above  May  1970.  Prices  for  broiler  feed  slipped  $1  in 
May  to  $99  a  ton  but  remained  $5  a  ton  above  May 
1970. 

Higher  broiler  prices  and  slightly  lower  feed  prices  in 
May  caused  the  broiler  feed  price  ratio  to  turn  up  from 
the  low  level  of  a  month  earlier.  The  ratio  was  2.9  in 
May,  up  from  2.7  in  April,  and  the  same  as  for  May 
1970.

BROILER  OUTLOOK 


Second  Half  Production  Lower 

Broiler  production  will  be  seasonally  high  in  the 
summer  and  early  fall  and  may  move  above  1970  levels 
in  the  closing  months  of  the  year,  but  second  half 
output  likely  will  average  slightly  below  1970. 
Production  declined  more  than  usual  during  the  second 
half  of  1970.  Although  production  will  also  decline  this 
fall  it  likely  will  not  decline  as  sharply.  Broiler  chick 
placements  in  22  important  broiler  producing  States,  for 
marketing  in  July  and  early  August,  are  down  around  5 
percent.  However,  the  margin  has  narrowed  in  recent 
weeks.  During  most  of  1971,  broiler  meat  output  has 
not  been  down  as  much  as  placements  have  indicated.  In 
addition,  broiler  -  type  chick  eggs  in  incubators  on  June 
1  were  down  only  5  percent. 


The  relatively  low  broiler  feed  -  price  relationship  of 
the  past  year  has  checked  the  rapid  expansion  of  the 
past  2  years.  The  broiler  feed  -  price  ratio  of  2.9  for  May 
was  still  well  below  the  3.4  for  May  1969. 

Prices  Stronger 

Smaller  supplies  of  broiler  meat  during  most  of  the 
balance  of  1971  are  expected  to  hold  prices  above 
year  -  earlier  levels.  Broiler  prices  likely  will  rise  to  a 
summer  peak  then  decline  seasonally  in  the  fall  but 
remain  above  year  -  earlier  levels.  Although  pork  supplies 
will  continue  large,they  probably  will  be  below  last  year 
in  the  fall.  In  addition,  the  pickup  in  general  economic 
conditions  and  the  persistence  of  inflationary  pressure 
will  lend  strength  to  broiler  prices.

TURKEY  SITUATION 


Output  Up  Sharply 

Turkey  meat  output  in  Federally  inspected  plants, 
seasonally  low  during  January  -  June,  may  total  nearly 
40  percent  more  than  the  267  million  pounds  produced 
in  the  first  half  of  1970.  First  half  output  normally 
accounts  for  less  than  a  fifth  of  annual  output.  Output 
in  Federally  inspected  processing  plants  during  the  first 
4  months  of  1971  totaled  172  million  pounds 
ready  -  to  -  cook  weight,  53  percent  more  than  in  the 
same  months  of  last  year.  The  number  of  turkeys 
marketed  was  up  50  percent  and  the  live  weight  per 
turkey  averaged  2  percent  heavier.  The  number  of  young 
banded  breeders  marketed  through  April  was  up  48,000 
to  237,000.  Apparently,  the  lower  turkey-feed  price 
ratio  in  early  1971  and  expected  lower  turkey  prices  and 
continued  high  feed  prices  caused  producers  to  reduce 
the  number  of  hens  in  the  laying  flock.  The  turkey 
feed  -  price  ratio  during  the  first  4  months  this  year 
averaged  4.3  compared  with  5.2  in  the  same  months  of 
1970. 

The  sharp  increase  in  turkey  meat  output  has  caused 
a  run  -  up  in  cold  storage  turkey  stocks.  Turkey  meat  in 
cold  storage  totaled  115  million  pounds  on  June  1,  up 


41  million  from  June  1,  1970,  but  still  below  the  123 
million  pounds  on  June  1, 1969.

Condemnation  of  turkeys  has  been  lower  this  year. 
Most  condemnations  are  post-mortem  with 
ante  -  mortem  averaging  less  than  a  quarter  percent  of 
total  liveweight  inspected.  Post  -  mortem  condemnations 
of  young  turkeys  (including  fryer-roasters)  during 
January  -  April  totaled  3.2  percent  of  the  quantity 
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inspected,  compared  with  3.9  percent  for  the  like 
months  of  1970.  Old  turkeys  condemned  in  this  period 
were  7.1  percent  of  the  quantity  inspected,  compared 
with  6.9  percent  in  1970. 

Further  processing  of  turkey  meat  is  continuing  its 
upward  trend  this  year  after  having  been  temporarily 
interrupted  in  1970  as  a  result  of  reduced  supplies  and 
higher  prices.  Turkey  meat  inspected  for  further 
processing  during  January  -  April  this  year  was  up  a  fifth 
to  144  million  pounds  and  turkey  cut-up  volume 
advanced  nearly  a  fourth  to  51  million  pounds.  Further 
processing  of  turkey  meat  beyond  the  cut-up  stage  in 
Federally  inspected  plants  nearly  doubled  between  1965 
and  1969  then  declined  3  percent  in  1970.  Further 
processing  likely  will  again  increase  during  1971. 

Recent  Prices 

Live  turkey  prices  during  January  -  May  averaged 
21.2  cents  a  pound,  nearly  4  cents  below  a  year  earlier. 
Sharply  increased  turkey  meat  output,  larger  cold 
storage  stocks,  and  continued  large  broiler  and  pork 
supplies  depressed  turkey  prices  during  this  period.

Wholesale  prices  for  frozen  ready  -  to  -  cook  turkeys 
in  major  cities  have  been  steady  to  higher  in  recent 
weeks.  During  May,  New  York  wholesale  prices  for 
young  hens  8  to  16  pounds  averaged  36.2  cents  per 
pound  compared  with  35.4  cents  in  April  and  36.8  cents 
for  the  first  quarter  of  1971.  Prices  for  14  to' 22  pound 
young  toms  averaged  33  cents  a  pound  in  May  compared 
with  32.7  cents  in  April  and  33.4  cents  for  the  first 
quarter. 


TURKEY  OUTLOOK 


Seasonally  Larger  Output 

Turkey  meat  output  in  the  summer  will  increase 
seasonally  but  at  the  same  time  likely  will  slip  below 
year  -  earlier  levels.  Production  of  poults  during  April 
and  May,  largely  for  slaughter  in  the  summer  and  fall, 
was  down  7  and  5  percent.  Poult  production  during 
these  2  months,  when  the  hatch  is  largest,  normally 
accounts  for  about  a  third  of  the  annual  production. 

On  June  1,  there  were  1  percent  more  eggs  in 
incubators  than  on  June  1,  1970.  Turkey  eggs  set  in 
early  June  in  10  major  States  that  account  for  about 
two  -  thirds  of  U.S.  turkey  production  were  up  11 


percent  from  the  like  period  of  1970.  Poult  production 
in  recent  months  and  the  current  egg  set  suggest  that 
about  as  many  turkeys  will  be  available  for  the 
seasonally  heavy  marketing  period, 
September  -  December  this  year  as  last.  Cold  storage 
stocks  at  mid  -  year  will  be  up  substantially. 

Prices  To  Strengthen 

Turkey  prices  likely  will  increase  as  usual  during  the 
balance  of  1971  and  may  average  near  1970  levels  in  the 
fall.  Prices  normally  strengthen  during  the  main 
marketing  season  (September  -  December)  but  in  1970 
prices  weakened  in  this  period. 


1970  POULTRY  AND  EGG  CONSUMPTION  HIGHER 


Egg  consumption  during  1970  totaled  319  eggs  per 
person,  1  more  than  in  1969.  Total  use  of  shell  eggs  for 
table  use  was  down  2  to  285,  but  the  equivalent  of  34 
eggs,  or  3  more  were  used  in  processed  form. 

Per  capita  use  of  chicken  in  1970  was  a  record  41 
pounds,  about  2  pounds  above  1969.  Americans  ate 
more  chickens  as  a  result  of  larger  production  and  lower 
prices  during  most  of  the  year.  Of  the  total  chicken 


consumed,  broiler  meat  accounted  for  37  pounds,  2 
pounds  more  than  in  1969.  Use  of  chicken,  other  than 
broilers,  rose  slightly  to  4  pounds. 

Turkey  consumption  per  person  was  down  slightly  to 
8.1  pounds.  The  decline  in  turkey  use  was  in  the  first 
half  of  the  year  when  prices  were  relatively  high. 
Consumption  in  the  second  half  was  up  slightly  from 
1969.

POULTRYMEN'S  INCOME  LOWER  IN  1970 


Income  from  broilers  and  eggs  was  down  in  1970 
despite  increased  production.  Income  from  turkeys  was 
higher  as  both  output  and  prices  rose  from  1969.  Cash 
receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  in  1970  totaled  $4.2 
billion,  3  percent  below  the  record  in  1969.  Lower 
average  broiler  and  egg  prices  more  than  offset  the 
increase  in  quantity  sold.  Sales  of  eggs  accounted  for  51 
percent  of  the  total  cash  receipts,  broilers  35  percent, 
turkeys  12  percent,  and  other  chickens  2  percent.  The 
share  of  each  was  near  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Eggs 

Producers  sold  192.4  million  cases  of  eggs  in  1970, 
nearly  2  percent  more  than  in  1969.  At  the  same  time, 
prices  to  producers  at  37.6  cents  a  dozen  were  2.4  cents 
below  1969.  The  lower  egg  prices  more  than  offset  larger 
production  and  cash  receipts  fell  nearly  $100  million  to 
$2,169  million. 

About  1.5  percent  of  the  eggs  were  consumed  on 
farms  where  produced.  These  eggs  were  valued  at  $33 
million,  about  $5  million  less  than  in  1969.  This  brings 
the  total  gross  value  of  1970  egg  production  to  $2,202 
million,  down  about  $100  million. 


Broilers  and  Chicken 

The  farm  value  of  broilers  in  1970  totaled  $1,462 
million,  about  $70  million  below  1969  as  price  declines 
more  than  offset  production  increases.  Production  of  3 
billion  broilers  was  up  7  percent  while  liveweight  prices 
at  13.5  per  pound  cents  were  down  11  percent. 

Sales  of  chicken,  other  than  commercial  broilers, 
amounted  to  $100  million,  down  2  percent.  Production 
was5  up  7  percent  but  prices  fell  9  percent.  Prices 
averaged  8.8  cents  a  pound,  live  weight.  Nearly  7  percent 
of  production,  valued  at  $7  million,  was  consumed  on 
farms  where  produced,  giving  a  $107  million  gross  value 
of  chicken  production. 

Turkeys 

Gross  income  from  turkey  in  1970  amounted  to 
$452  million,  up  9  percent  from  1969.  The  gain  resulted 
from  increased  production  and  a  slightly  higher  average 
price.  The  average  price  in  1970  was  22.7  cents  a  pound 
live  weight,  compared  with  22.4  cents  in  1969.  Turkey 
producers  sold  116  million  turkeys,  8  percent  more  than 
in  1969.  The  live  weight  of  bird  sold  averaged  18.9 
pounds,  down  from  19.1  pounds  in  1969.

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SEASONALITY  IN  EGG  PRODUCTION  AND  PRICES

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ABSTRACT:  Seasonal  changes  in  egg  production  the  past  several  years  have  narrowed  while  price  variations 
have  increased,  but  seasonal  patterns  of  variation  have  persisted.  The  size  of  the  laying  flock  is  influenced 
mainly  by  management  decisions.  The  rate  of  lay  in  the  short  run  is  influenced  more  by  changing  weather 
patterns.  Seasonal  price  movements  of  eggs  are  largely  influenced  by  production  patterns  during  the  year 
and  seasonal  changes  in  demand. 

KEY  WORDS:  Eggs,  seasonality,  laying  flock,  rate  of  lay,  egg  production,  egg  prices. 


Seasonality  represents  the  annual  pattern  of  month 
to  month  variation  which  tends  to  recur  in  a  similar 
way  year  after  year.  These  changes  result  as  a 
consequence  of  such  things  as  changing  weather  patterns 
with  different  seasons  of  the  year,  management 
decisions,  and  certain  holiday  seasons.  Seasonal 
production  and  price  patterns  have  shifted  over  time. 
The  amplitude  of  the  seasonal  pattern  of  production  has 
narrowed  while  price  fluctuations  have  widened. 

The  price  producers  receive  for  eggs  is  largely 
determined  by  the  current  supply  of  and  demand  for 
eggs.  Egg  output  is  a  continuous  process  and  determined 
by  the  number  of  layers  in  the  laying  flock  and  the 
number  of  eggs  laid  per  layer.  Production  normally 
reaches  a  peak  in  early  spring  then  gradually  dechnes  to 
a  low  in  late  summer.  Although  month  to  month 
changes  in  egg  production  are  generally  small,  they  are 
usually  large  relative  to  changes  in  demand.  As  a  result, 
changes  in  supply  dominate  and  a  change  in  production 
usually  results  in  a  much  larger  change,  in  the  opposite 
direction,  in  egg  prices.  Prices  decline  to  a  low  in  the 
spring  and  reach  a  high  late  in  the  year. 

Other  seasonal  factors  also  play  an  important  role  in 
egg  prices  by  influencing  demand.  For  example,  prices 
normally  strengthen  as  demand  picks  up  prior  to  the 
Easter  and  Passover  religious  holidays.  Following  this 
period  demand  weakens  and  prices  usually  fall  sharply. 

Although  a  seasonal  pattern  is  only  one  of  many 
factors  affecting  egg  prices,  a  knowledge  of  it  is 
especially  important  in  forecasting  monthly  production 
and  prices.  Seasonal  patterns  are  measured  by  an  index 
of  seasonal  variation.  This  index  shows  each  month's 
value  as  a  percent  of  the  annual  average  value. 

Seasonality  of  Production 

Egg  production  is  the  product  of  number  of  layers  in 
flocks  times  the  number  of  eggs  laid  per  layer.  Both 
layer  numbers  and  the  rate  of  lay  vary  seasonally.  These 
changes  are  influenced  by  the  seasons  of  the  year  and 
management  decisions.  For  example,  the  rate  of  lay 
increases  sharply  in  the  spring,  as  the  weather  over  much 
of  the  country  becomes  milder,  and  the  number  of 
layers  change  as  a  result  of  management  decisions. 


Flock  Size 

Laying  flock  size  is  largely  determined  by  the  number 
of  egg  -  type  chicks  hatched  5  and  6  months  earlier  and 
the  number  of  layers  culled  from  older  flocks. 
Historically  the  largest  hatch  months  are  March-May  for 
flock  replacement  during  the  fall.  Flock  culling  is 
heaviest  in  the  winter  and  spring  months.  Thus,  the 
laying  flock  size  declines  during  the  first  half  of  the  year 
as  culling  and  mortality  of  the  flock  exceed  the  number 
of  replacement  pullets.  Flock  size  then  increases  in  the 
last  half  of  the  year,  as  the  large  first  half  hatch  enters 
the  flock  and  usually  reaches  a  peak  as  the  year  ends. 
Although  relatively  small  in  recent  years,  seasonal 
changes  in  the  number  of  layers  are  important.  For 
1968-70  the  seasonal  changes  in  the  laying  flock  size 
ranged  from  nearly  3  percent  above  the  annual  average 
in  December  to  about  3  percent  below  average  in  July 
(table  1  and  figure  1).  The  magnitude  of  the  seasonal 
change  has  narrowed  sharply  since  the  1955-57  period 
when  the  flock  varied  from  about  7  percent  above 
average  in  December  to  nearly  8  percent  below  in  July. 

Rate  Of  Lay 

The  pattern  of  seasonal  variation  in  the  rate  of  lay 
differs  from  that  for  size  of  flock.  The  number  of  eggs 
laid  per  layer  generally  peaks  in  the  spring  then  declines 
during  the  warmer  months  to  a  low  in  early  fall.  The 
seasonality  in  the  rate  of  lay  is  .greater  than  for  the  size 
of  the  laying  flock.  In  1968-70  the  seasonal  variation  in 
the  rate  of  lay  ranged  from  5  percent  above  average  in 
May  to  about  4  percent  below  in  October  (table  2  and 
figure  2).  As  with  the  laying  flock,  the  variation  in  the 
rate  of  lay  has  narrowed  in  recent  years.  During  1955-57 
the  rate  of  lay  was  14  percent  above  the  annual  average 
in  April  and  11  percent  below  the  average  in  October. 

Output 

Much  of  the  month  to  month  change  in  egg  output 
reflects  the  different  number  of  days  in  the  month. 
Therefore,  production  was  adjusted  to  an  average  daily 
rate  for  each  month  to  measure  change  resulting  from 
other  seasonal  factors.  The  seasonal  increase  in  the  rate

of  lay  as  winter  subsides  more  than  offsets  the  usual 
decline  in  layer  numbers.  Thus,  output  normally  reaches 
a  peak  in  the  spring.  A  falling  rate  of  lay  through  the 
summer  combined  with  a  smaller  laying  flock  through 
July  usually  causes  production  to  reach  a  low  in 
September.  Seasonal  changes  in  1968  -  70  production 


ranged  from  4  percent  above  the  annual  average  in  April 
to  about  4  percent  below  in  September.  Seasonal 
fluctuations  have  narrowed  sharply  since  1955-57  when 
April  output  was  13  percent  above  and  September 
output  was  about  11  percent  below  the  annual  average 
(table  3  and  figure  3).

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Seasonality  Of  Price  Movements 

Price  movements  for  eggs  closely  follow  changes  in 
production  but  they  fluctuate  much  more.  A  small 
change  in  egg  production  usually  results  in  a  much  larger 
price  change  in  the  opposite  direction  because  demand  is 
inelastic.  In  addition,  demand  is  influenced  by  the 
different  seasons  of  the  year  and  certain  holiday  periods. 
Fewer  eggs  are  consumed  during  the  spring  and  summer 
than  in  the  fall  and  winter.  Egg  demand  picks  up  during 
March  as  a  result  of  increased  consumer  use  of  eggs 
during  the  Lenten  season,  Easter  and  Passover  religious 
holidays.  Demand  quickens  again  in  the  fall  for

Thanksgiving  and  the  Christmas  holiday  season.  In  the 
spring,  more  eggs  usually  go  into  liquid  egg  production, 
for  hatching  purposes,  and  for  cold  storage  stocks. 

The  seasonal  variations  in  prices  received  by 
producers  for  1968-70  ranged  from  18  percent  below 
average  in  May  to  15  percent  above  in  December.  While 
seasonal  variation  in  production  has  moderated  in  recent 
years,  price  variation  has  increased.  In  1955-57  prices 
ranged  from  12  percent  below  in  June  to  10  percent 
above  in  December  (table  4  and  figure  4).  The  producer 
price  is  an  average  of  prices  received  for  all  eggs, 
including  those  sold  for  hatching  purposes,  and  eggs  sold 
direct  to  consumers.

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There  is  wider  seasonal  variation  in  wholesale  prices 
for  large  Grade  A  eggs  in  New  York  than  for  producer 
prices  nationally.  The  wider  fluctuations  in  New  York 
wholesale  prices  reflect  a  smaller  spread  between 
wholesale  and  farm  prices  during  the  heavy  production 
months  in  the  spring.  Wholesale  (New  York)  eggs  are 
graded  eggs  going  direct  to  consumer  use  as  shell  eggs, 
and  prices  at  this  level  are  more  sensitive  than  at  the 
producer  level.  The  producer's  price  includes  his  sales  of 
hatching  eggs  and  direct  sales  to  consumers.  Also,  in  late 
summer  and  early  fall  when  large  numbers  of  pullets  are 


entering  the  laying  flocks,  a  smaller  proportion  of 
production  is  large  eggs.  During  1968-70  the  difference 
between  the  average  price  received  by  producers  and  the 
New  York  wholesale  price  for  large  Grade  A  eggs  ranged 
from  2  cents  a  dozen  in  May  to  8  cents  in  September. 
The  pattern  of  seasonality  for  New  York  wholesale 
prices  has  shifted  since  the  mid-1950's.  For  1968-70,  the 
seasonal  variation  ranged  from  23  percent  below  average 
in  May  to  17  percent  above  in  December.  In  1955-57 
wholesale  prices  ranged  from  19  percent  below  in  May 
to  21  percent  above  the  annual  average  in  September 
(table  5  and  figure  5).
